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THE CRUCIAL TEST OF EUROPEAN DIPLO- 
MACY. 

A7ITH the assent of Austria, which has at length 
W been secured, the Congress at Paris promises 
to be speedily an accomplished fact. It is not im- 
probable that its scope may embrace, beside the 
broils of Austria, Italy, and Prussia, the political 
condition of all Europe. Instantly the mind sketches 
a striking historic parallel between this proposed as- 


sembly and the one which, a round half-century ago, 


was convoked at Vienna. Then, as now, the object 
was the rehabilitation of Europe, and the marking of 
metes and bounds for its dynasties. But how changed 
the condition of the participants! Italy appears as 
a united kingdom, instead of a despised aggregation 
of sub-Austrian provinces, then allowed no voice at 
allin the Council. Germany will demand, through 
Prussia or herself, some indirect assurance that the 
grand central idea of all European diplomacy will no 
longer be to keep her in the condition which Italy has 
just escaped. ‘‘The chief principle of European 
“policy,” according to M. Turers, has been, “at al] 
“times,” to keep Germany composed of independent 
states, loosely joined by a federative tie. This the 
historian declares to. have been proclaimed by all Eu- 
rope at the Congress of Westphalia, affirmed by 
FREDERICK THE GREAT at the peace of Teschen, and 
again renewed by the Allies in 1814, as “‘the great Eu- 
““ropean principle, that Germany must consist of sep- 
“arate Powers, simply joined in a federal union.” 
The tendency of the age is now to make these States 
fewer in numbers; and, if not by a German unity 
(which is still chimerical), then by annexation and ab- 
sorption. On the other hand, Spain, Portugal, and 
Sweden, which took part in the treaties of 1815, by 
virtue of their contributions, greater or less, to the de- 
thronement of the first NAPOLEON, are of no moment 
to the peace of Europe. 

But it is with England, Austria, France, Russia, 
and Prussia that the most striking changes have oc- 
curred within fifty years. Austria, into whose maw 
Italy was flung by the surgeon-diplomats of Vienna, 
and swallowed almost whole, now sees herself stripped 
of many of her possessions, and the kingdom of Italy 
abrading her southern frontiers. Austria enters the 
Congress to lose. Between the upper and the nether 
millstone, huge as is the power of the house of Haps- 
burg, it must be ground smaller and smaller. There 
is no little probability that the cession of Venetia will 
be in the schedule drawn up by the Congress. Prus- 
sia, on the contrary, during the half-century, has not 
only retained the share of the spoils which the Vi- 
enna treaties gave her—Westphalia, the petty States 
on the Lower Rhine, Swedisl» Pomerania, and a moi- 
ety of Saxony—but she has seen them growing more 
profitable daily on her hands, till now she can actually 
dare to contest with Austria the leadership of Ger- 
many. England has quietly slid back from the fore- 
most place in Europe to the second or third. What 


keen revenges does Time provide! No more sugges- 
tive historic comparison can there be than the position 
of “‘the Allies” at Paris in 1814, and their position 
at that capital in 1866. The quarrels of two of them 
provoke the conference, and France, whose humilia- 
tion was arranged at Paris, and consummated at Vi- 
enna, now imperiously sways the destinies of Europe. 
Such is the peaceful revenge of Waterloo. 

The relative positions of European dynasties at 
given epochs furnish crucial tests whereby their re- 
spective policies in the interim may be judged. Itis 
not so with us in America. With our superabundant 
energy and wondrous self-repair, no thrust or shock 
can mortally wound the Nation. Accordingly, the 
blunders and stupidities of our polity—at least of our 
domestic polity—do not fix permanent scars. Take" 
the crimes and cowardice of BucHANAN’S adminis- 
tration—the inconsistencies and dangerous ignorance 
of LincoLn’s—the time-serving and want of memory 
or of prudence in the present one: in spite of them 
all, America will grow stronger and greater—though, 
haply, with fearful inroads upon her overflowing blood 
and treasure. Politicians whose course would have 
ruined any other country, can plume themselves upon 
brilliant success in ours. It is vastly otherwise in Eu- 
rope. There (except in the case of Russia), errors in 
State polity are commonly irretrievable. With re- 
sources limited, with rivalry on all hands, every false 
step counts. Inthe Western Hemisphere, we make 
our balance of power and keep it; and four years of 
intestine war does not add a jot to the relative strength 
of Canada, Mexico, Brazil, the South American re- 
publics, or whatever other Powers may be honored by 
a mention in the same paragraph with our own. In 
Europe, what one nation loses of prestige, its rival 
instantly gains. 

We have seen the altered conditions under which 
the new political scheme of Europe will be arranged. 
Other things being equal, the advance or retrograde of 
its leading Powers since the opening of the century 
has been the point and the test of their diplomacies. 
Such will be the irresistible conviction when they face 
each other again in conference. Under our own eyes, 
and apparently but yesterday, we have seen France, 
Italy, Prussia, England, ascending or descending in 
the scale under the impulse of the four great Euro- 
pean statesmen of our era—NAPOLEON, Cavour, Bis- 
MARK, PALMERSTON. The contrast between France 
and England in this particular is especially striking. 
When MatrHew ARNOLD, some time since, had the 
temerity to declare that England had been lowered 
from her position at the head of the world, to that of 
the third place—France and the United States sur- 
passing” her—a cry of indignant incredulity went up 
from his countrymen. When Joun Rusk1n, a little 
earlier, declared the middle class of England to be 
‘* devoted to peace”’—the reverberation on British soil 
of the first NAPOLEON’s exclamation that the English 
were a ‘‘nation of shopkeepers”’—the remonstrance 
was not less rigorous. But the present European 
question has shown, beyond all controversy, the truth 
of the opinions of that class of English thinkers 
whom ARNOLD and RwskKIN represent. The wires 
which move Europe converge at Paris, not at London. 
The present influence of England stamps condemna- 
tion on that Palmerstonian polity which was so 
much lauded at the late Premier’s death. England 
has clearly undermined her former credit and prestige 
on the continent by her selfish policy. Her conduct 
in the Crimean War; in the Italian question; in her 








dealings with Ireland; in the Denmark and Schles- 


wig-Holstein matter ; and, above all, in our American 
war of Secession, increased her enemies and did not 
add to her friends. What martial glory she may have 
reaped from Sepoy revolts, Maori bushwhacking and 
Jamaica massacres will not help the matter. The 
elaborations of her essayists and authors are affirmed 
by her statesmen. Lord CLARENDON, speaking on 
behalf of Government, of the European difficulty, 
said in the House of Lords that it was their intention 
‘* not in any way to involve this country in any war 
‘‘that might unhappily arise,’’ and that ‘‘ the public 
“were as well informed as the Government upon 
‘passing events.’ It was ‘“‘a melancholy sight,” 
added the minister, to find Europe threatened with 
war without any cause for war. But England was 
powerless to prevent it. ‘‘ We stand alone,”’ he said, 
‘* and alone we can do nothing.”” Ina similar spirit, 
the London Times, when (before silence was broken 
at Auxerre) all England, trembling at the prospect of 
continental war, but knowing not how to avert it, 
awaited imploringly a nod from the Tuileries, patheti- 
cally asked : 

Has France abdicated the control she has hitherto exercised over 
Europe? Have her counsels lost their former weight, her diplo~ 
matists their skill, or her armies their valor? And, if not, why does 
she permit the breaking out of a conflict which seems likely to spread 
a conflagration through every kingdom in Europe? It seems to rest 
with her to saya single word, and these threatening preparations 
would subside as fast as they have arisen. But that word is not said, 
and we are left to imagine that if Europe be involved in war it must 
be because France is not concerned to prevent it. We have surren- 
dered all hope that anything which can be urged by the Government, 
the Parliament, or the Press of Great Britain will arrest these dan- 
gerous gamesters in their insensate course. 

These are ordinary examples of the daily confessions 
of the English press, people and Government, that 
the sceptre has departed from Britannia; that the 
days of MARLBOROUGH and WELLINGTON are ended ; 
that Great Britain no longer rules the Continent. 
This decline in her foreign influence is very largely to 
be ascribed to her intensely selfish policy. On the 8th 
of May, Lord Grey, in the House of Lords, made a 
speech, ‘‘imputing England’s loss of influence over 
‘* European affairs’’—a loss which he appeared to 
consider indisputable in point of fact and only re- 
quiring a reason—‘‘to what he deemed to be the 
‘* overstrained interpretation of the doctrine of non- 
‘*intervention which had prevailed of late years.’’ 
He illustrated this point by “‘ our acquiescence in the 
‘* spoliation of Denmark.’’ Other speakers accounted 
for the same fact in the same way. Lord Dersy 
charged the Government with having ‘‘ approved the 
‘*cause’’ of Denmark, and yet allowed that cause to 
be overthrown. In short, Earl RussExy was obliged 
to protest that England ‘‘ had not laid down any rule 
‘not to interfere when English interests were not 
** affected.’’ 

The French policy, on the other hand, has carried 
France to the summit of European supremacy. It is 
remarkable that, in the general uncertainty which 
envelops the questions now at issue, one thing alone is 
‘dmitted on all hands to be sure. This one thing 
certain is, that, whoever may lose, France will win. 
‘Tt will go hard,” says the Paris correspondent of the 
London Times, “‘ but France will reap some advantage 
‘from present affairs.” If there be war, France will 
gain as much as the victor, though she remain neutral. 
If she espouse the cause of Austria on the one hand, 
or of Prussia and Italy on the other, she will have the 
lion’s share of the spoils which her legions are sure to 
conquer for her allies. Or if the Peace Congress pre- 
vent war, she will gain by address what is not left to 
be gained by arms, and assert in council as in camp 
her leadership of Europe.

A rerter from Fort Smith, dated May 27th, states that 
the Third cavalry would start for Mexico on the following 
morning. The regiment is recruited to its full strength and 
is commanded by the veteran Colonel Howe, who is as 
young as ever. A regiment of colored infantry accompanies 
the expedition, which is well appointed in all respects, 
having five hundred beef cattle among its “ visible means 
of support.” Quite a number of officers’ families share the 
adventures of the cavalry upon the plains. A pleaceut in- 
cident of their departure was the presentation by the offi- 
cers of the regiment to one of these ladies of a horse, side- 
saddle and bridle, with the proper military adjuncts of 
nose-bag, lariat, picked-pin, etc., “ agreeably to regula-* 
tions.” It is supposed that the march will occupy about 
two months, and that regimental headquarters will be es- 
established at Fort Union. 

Cuanrtes Knap, the Pittsburgh cannon-founder, intends 
sending a 20-inch cannon to the Paris Exhibition. This 
monster will be 22 feet long, 5 1-2 feet in diameter at the 
breech, and will weigh 50 tons. It will be elegantly 
mounted on an iron carriage weighing 8 tons, with all the 
needful appurtenances, and will be accompanied by speci- 
mens of the balls, shells and fixed cartridges, each 100 
pounds of powder. It will cost, including the cost of the 
iron, $30,000. These large guns are cast around a hollow 
core, and are cooled from the interior by a constant stream 
of cold water properly applied and introduced to the bot- 
tom of the core, and overflowing from the top—100 tons 
of melted iron is required to cast one, and it requires 14 
days to cool it off properly.

MILITARY AND NAVAL AFFAIRS IN CONGREss, 


Concnress for the last two weeks has almost entirely j 

‘ wry g- 
nored Army and Navy Affairs. The House has 
perfected its plans for Recoiistruction by the passage of 
certain amendments to the Constitution for adoption by the 
several States. This work over, it is full time to take up 
and pass the Army bill in someshape. Mr. Scuencr’s 
bill to regulate the pay of Army officers has passed the 
House, but informaticn from Washington leads us to be. 
lieve that the Senate will not concur, and that the bill will 
fail to become a law. In answer to a resolution passed by 
both Senate and House, requesting the Presipenr to com. 
municate to Congress any information which he may have 
received with reference to the dispatch of military troops 
from Austria for service in Mexico, Mr. Jounson laid be. 
fore Congress correspondence on the subject which recently 
took place between Mr. Mortey, our Minister at Vienna, 
and Count Mensporrr, the Austrian Minister for Foreign 
Affairs. Mr. Morizy, under date of May 6, urged the 
views of our Government on Mexican affairs with great 
ability and boldness. Count Mensporrr replied that no 
Austrian troops would be sent to Mexico. 

In the House, bills of the following titles were reposted 
and passed. viz.: For the relicf of Captain James ‘raz. 
Key; Henny Cuantes D’Auan, for military services; 
authorizing the Secretary of War to purchase copies of 
Dugan's Infantry Tactics, from time to time, as needed ; 
authorizing the Secretary of War to deposit at Wasuino. 
ton’s headquarters, near Newburgh, Orange County N, 
Y., three pieces of artillery captured at Dingle’s Mills, in 
South Carolina. 

The House also passed a joint resolution authorizing the 
appointment of Examiners to examine a site for a fresh- 
water basin for iron-clad vessels of the United States. It 
was explained that the proposition was simply to examine 
a site for iron-clads near Portland, Maine. It was in. 
tended to detail for the purpose some naval officers near 
that station. A joint resolution that where any enlisted 
man has been or may be detailed for duty as a clerk or for 
other duty, he shall not thereby be deprived of his right 
to bounty, was read a third time and passed. The Com. 
mittee on Military Affairs reported back, with amend- 
ments, the Senate joint resolution in regard to bounties to 
colored soldiers, and bounties, pensions and allowances to 
their heirs. The amendments were agreed to, and the 
joint resolution, as amended, was passed. 

Resolutions were adopted instructing the Committee on 
Military Affairs to inquire into the expediency of provid- 
ing by law for the erection of a monument at West Point 
to the memory of Lieutenant-General Wixrretp Scott; 
and instructing the joint Committee on the Library to in- 
quire into the expediency of purchasing the equestrian 
portrait of General Scorr which now adorns the walls 
of the Capitol; and appointing a Committee of one mom- 
ber from each State represented in the House, to join such 
Committee as may be appointed on the part of the Senate, 
and report upon the propriety of an address before Con- 
gress commemorative of the life, character, and services of 
Lieutenant-General Scorr. A resolution was also adopted 
instructing the Committee on Military Affairs to report a 
bill so as to admit to the Government Hospital for the In- 
sane such persons as have been soldiers or sailors, and 
whose insanity is developed after their discharge, but aris- 
jng out of cases produced by their service in the Army or 
Navy; and another, instructing the Committee on Pen- 
sions to inquire into the expediency of amending section 
five of the Pension Act so as to allow the issuance of pen- 
sions to date from the discharge of the soldier or sailor 
where the application is made within two years after the 
date of such discharge. 

A bill introduced by Mr. Grinxext, amendatory of the 
act relating to the loss of horses and equipments, was read 
twice and referred to the Committee on Military Affairs. 
A bill introduced by Mr. Scuencx to prevent officers of 
the Navy from being deprived of their regular promotion 
on account of wounds received in battle, was read twice, 

and referred to the Committee on Naval Affairs. The 
joint resolution to pay the officers of the United States 
steamer Sumter for loss of clothing from the sinking of 
that steamer from collision, was amended so as to limit the 
compensation to such effects as the officers were required 
by the regulations to provide themselves with, and was re- 
committed to the Committee on Naval Affairs. 

A preamble setting forth certain facts alleged by the Loyal 
Georgian against the Military authorities at Augusta, 

Ga., was passed, and with it a resolution requesting the 

PResipENT to inform the House whether the military or 
civil employés of the Government within the State of 
Georgia or any of the other Rebel States have in any way 
countenanced or assisted in the rendition of public honors 
to any of the Southern traitors, either living or dead, ei- 
ther by closing their offices on such occasion, or‘ making 
other favorable public demonstrations, and further, wheth- 

ér the privilege of doing like honor to loyalty at the

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structed or denied by the Rebel authorities, with the con- 
eurrence or acquiescence of the officers of the Govern- 
ment. 

The House concurred in the Senate amendment to the 
Fortification bill, appropriating $50,000 for Fort Popham 
on the Kennebec River, Maine. It was the only point of 
disagreement between the two Houses. 

In the Senate, a bill was passed providing that public 
money shall be deposited with Assistant Treasurers of the 
United States, and drawn out on warrant or draft, and 
prescribes punishment for lending, with or without in- 
terest, any money intrusted to a disbursing officer. Also 
the House bill for the settlement of accounts of certain 
public officers. It prescribes the mode in which the ac- 
counts of disbursing officers of the Freedmen’s Bureau 
shall be adjusted. A joint resolution to pay General But- 
ter, President of the Board of Managers of the National 
Asylum for Disabled Volunteor Soldiers, out of any moneys 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, the sum of 
$60,000, to be applied by him in the aid of the payment of 
the Point Lookout property, in St. Mary’s County, Mary- 
land, for the establishment of one of the sites of the Na- 
tional Asylum for the disabled Volunteer soldiers and their 
families, was referred to the Committee on Military Affairs. 
To the Naval Committee was referred a bill, introduced by 
Mr. DeLano, amendatory of the Naval Appropriation bill 
of this session. Mr. Dztano explained that a section of 
that bill, repealing a section of the act of 1835, had the 
effect of increasing the pay of Naval officers from twenty 
to thirty-three per cent., equal to $1,300,000 annually, and 
said that neither House had had any idea of doing any- 
thing of the kind. If the pay of the Navy officers ought 
to be increased it should be done openly and knowingly. 

Mr. AntHoxy introduced a bill amendatory of the act to 
provide for the better organization of the Pay Department 
of the Navy, approved May 3, 1866. It provides that so 
much of the act as requires that persons appointed shall be 
selected from those who have served as Acting Assistant 
Paymasters for the term of one year, and who were eligi- 
ble to appointment in the grade of Assistant Paymasters, 
be repealed; and that it shall be no objection to the con- 
firmation and appointment of persons who have served as 
Acting Assistant Paymasters, if they are not over thirty- 
two years of age. This was also referred to the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs. The Committee on Naval Affairs 
reported a resolution to restore Lieutenant-Commander 
Ricuarp M. Law, of the United States Navy, to the 
active list, which was passed. The Committee on Invalid 
Pensions were instructed to inquire into the expediency of 
increasing the pensions to widows of deceased soldiers and 
sailors of the recent war, in proportion to the number of 
minor children under sixteen years of age. 

Mr. Witson, from tne Committee on Military Affairs, 
reported the bill to provide for the publication of the official 
history of the Rebellion, with an amendment, as a substi- 
tute, providing, first, for a repeal of the resolution of May 
19, 1864, relative to printing official reports of Armies of 
the United States ; second, for authorizing and requiring 
the Secretary of War to appoint a competent person to 
prepare for publication the official documents relating to 
the Rebellion and the operations of the Army of the United 
States, who shall prepare a plan for said publication, and 
estimate the cost, and report to Congress; third, that the 
person appointed shall receive, as compensation for his ser- 
Vices, not less than $2,500 per anuum, to be paid monthly 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, provided that it shall 
not be paid for a longer period than two years. 

The Senate, on motion of Mr. Wiuson, concurred in the 
House amendment to the bill in relation to bounties to 
colored soldiers.

THE FREEDMEN’S BUREAU. 
SECOND REPORT OF THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Genrra.s STeEDMAN and Fu.iErton, the Commissioners 
appointed by the Secretary of War to examine into the op- 
erations of the Freedmen’s Bureau, in the Departments of 
South Carolinz, Georgia and Florida, and of the condition 
of the freedmen’s settlements on the Sea Islands and sea- 
coast, under General SHeRMAN’s order, have made a second 
report, of which we present to the readers of the JouRNAL 
a full abstract: 

SOUTH CAROLINA. 
The Commissioners did not visit many of the Bureau 
agents in this State, owing to the inaccessibility of their 
stations; but confined their inspection mainly to the dis- 
tricts the headquarters of which are at Columbia, Charles- 
ton, and Hamburg. The number of officers and persons 
employed by or attached to the Bureau in South Carolina 
are: 
One Brigadier-General, Assistant Commissioner of Bureau. 
Staff of the Assistant Commissioner—One lieutenant-colonel, one 
major, six captains, one lieutenant, one chaplain and Bureau mis- 
sionary. 

On Duty as Sub- Assistant Commissioners of the Bureau—One colonel, 
two lieutenant-colonels, four majors, seven captains, six first lieuten- 
ants, one second lieutenant. 

, On Staff Duty Elsewhere than at Bureau Headquarters—Three lieu- 
enants.

Reference to the above shows that Brevet Major-Gen- 
eral Scorr, the present Commissioner of the Bureau, 
upon entering upon the discharge of his duties, greatiy 
reduced the issue of rations to freedmen. This clearly 
indicates in the judgment of the Commissionez that his 
predecessor, General Saxton, issued a much larger num- 
ber of rations than would have been required had he pur- 
sued the wise policy since inaugurated by General Scorrv, 
of employing proper means to induce the freedmer to 
labor, instead of encouraging them to depend on the Gov- 
ernment for support. They think there will be no neces- 
sity for the issue after the present season, if the policy of 
General Scort is carried out. 

Faithful and efficient agents of the Bureau, who have 
confined themselves to their legitimate functions, have 
been aided in the discharge of their duties by the citizens 
of South Carolina, while incompetent and meddlesome 
agents, wherever located, have aroused bitter feelings and 
encountered opposition from the white people. It is re- 
commended to discontinue the citizen agents and instruct 
the military officers on duty in the State to perform such 
offices as may be required by the Bureau during its exist- 
ence. Itis very apparent that such employés as “ Bureau 
Missionary,” ‘‘ Bureau Counselor,” ‘‘ Bureau Printer,” and 
‘Bureau Storekeeper,” can be dispensed with without 
detriment to either the Government or freedmen. 


COLUMBIA DISTRICT. 


Brevet Brigadier-General Exy, Sub-Assistant Commis- 
sioner of the Bureau, who has charge of a district which 
embraces an indefinite number of counties, could not give 
a statement of the extent of territory over which he pre- 
sided, for the reason that he himself did not know the 
limits of his jurisdiction. General Exy stated that he 
was cultivating two plantations on Government account, 
leased by himself as Bureau agent at a cash rent of $5,000 
a year. On three other plantations he stated that he had 
put freedmen to work and furnished them with Govern- 
ment rations, which were paid for out of their crops. One 
of these plantations, he afterward said, had been rented by 
WituraM B. Sueprey, of the Twenty-fifth infantry, who 
had been a clerk in his office. He (General Eryx) had put 
the freedmen to work on the plantation while SHzePLey 
was away at his home, and had promised to give them 
one-half the crop. 

The Commissioners were also informed by a delegation 
of freedmen that, in addition to the two plantations which 
General Exy was cultivating on Government account, he 
was also planting on his own account the farms of RoBerr 
Jorner and A. M. Hunt: They also gave particulars of 
the General’s neglect of twenty-nine colored persons ill of 
small-pox. When information of the sufferings of these 
people was carried to his office, the reply was that he was 
absent attending to his plantations. This neglect of duty 
was complained of in a letter to a Chareston paper devoted 
to the interests of the freedmen. After the publication of 
this letter, General Exy wished the freedmen to get up 
some resolutions dénying the truth of the allegations pre- 
ferred, which they refused to do. 

If a contract between a planter and freedmen, on file in 
General Exy’s office, is to be regarded as an evidence of the

condition of the freedmen under charge of General Exy, 


they are certainly very little better off than were 
while in slavery. The system of labor established by this 
contract is at best a system of peonage. 

CHARLESTON DISTRICT. 
Brigadier-General R. K. Scorr, the Assistant Commis 
sioner, was found to be an energetic and competent officer, 
laboring to correct the mistakes and blunders of his prede- 
cessors. Although he has been on duty but a short time, 
he has produced a marked change for the better in the ad- 
ministration of affairs of the Bureau. All the books, 
papers, records and documents pertaining to the affairs of 
the freedmen, from its organization to the time of General 
Soort’s assuming charge of the affairs, had been carried off 
by General Saxton, and he had left only a file of his own 
general orders in the office. General Saxron gave as 9 
reason for this proceeding that it was necessary for him to 
have the books and records ‘to make him all right at 
Washington.” The Commissioners are convinced that the 
effect of the operations of the Bureau on the freedmen, in 
respect to their habits and disposition to labor and support 
themselves, under the administration of General Saxton, 
was exceedingly pernicious, especially on the Sea Islands. 

Chaplain M. Frencu, United States Colored T » 
Bureau Missionary and Superintendent of Marriage 
tions, and Lieutenant L. J. Lorr, Sub-Assistant Commis- 
sioner, having charge of a freedmen’s camp at Charleston, 
are in partnership with Witt1am Haneuan, of Charleston, 
in cultivating a plantation on Edisto Island. They fur- 
nished $1,500 in money to carry on the plantation, and are 
to receive half the net profit of the undertaking. They 
purchase supplies in Charleston, and forward them to the 
plantation. Chaplain Frencu explained that, in makin 
the agreement with Witt1am Hanenan, he was act 
solely by a desire to assist him to furnish labor for thy 
poor freedmen ; but with even an ordinary crop, he will 
not receive less than 250 or 300 per cent. on the money 
advanced. 

When the attention of General Scort was called to the 
planting operation's of General Exy, Chaplain Frencu 
and Lieutenant Lort, he evinced his disapproval of this 
action of these officers. 

Under the guidance of General Scort, the condition of 
the freedmen in Charleston has been very much improved, 
and the bad feeling which had grown up tetween the 
whites and blacks, under the former administration, is 
gradually wearing away. Most of the freedmen are now 
at work, and receive good wages. 

Edgefield Court-House, the centre of the district of 
which Lieutenaut-Colonel Devenzaux . 
been the scene of outrages against the freedmen by a band 
of outlaws, who, through the apparent neglect of the agent 
of the Bureau, or the inability or the unwillingness of the 
citizens to bring them to justice, have escaped punishment, 
and are still at large. 

SEA ISLANDS. 

There are on these islands one hundred and forty-one 
valid possessory titles to land held by freedmen, under the 
order of General Sazrman. They encumber per ir a 
tations, cituated on James, Johns, Wadmalan, and 
Islands. The number of freedmen now on all the South 
Carolina islands is about 30,000. They form, however, but 
asmall proportion of the te number who have oo- 
cupied the islands since General Sperman’s order was 
issued ; many of those who: first came remained on the 
islands but a short time,fand then returned to their homes 
on the main land. A large majority of the freedmen who 
still remain on the islands are in itute circumstances. 
On Wadmalan and Edisto Islands, many who areculti- 
vating lands for themselves would be compelled to abandon 
their crops, were it not for the provisions furnished by the 
plenty. Last season Government rations and clothing 
were furnished to most of the freedmen, who were bi 
on their own account, with the agreement that they sho’ 
afterward pay for these supplies furnished out of the pro- 
ceeds of their crops, but none of tho outlays thus incurred 
have been repaid. It was found that some of the freed- 
men raised good crops, and could easily have reimbursed 
the Government, but most of them had been swindled out 
of all they made by a gang of white sharpers who, pre- 
tending to be their friends, gained permission to come 
upon the islands and set up stores, provided with sweet- 
meats, cheap jewelry, and worthless articles of dress, with 
which they plundered these poor creatures of their hard 
earnings. The same class of persons who thus defranded 
the freedmen last year, have made extensive preparations 
to secure this season’s crop by the same means. One in- 
stance is given: A Mr. Unpgerwoop, of Boston, Mass., 
rents and cultivates a farm, on which the freedmen work, 
precisely as they did in slavery, by the “ task,” receiving 
fifty cents a task. This would be fair w buf, in liew 
of money, tickets were given them, on which was printed 
‘“‘ Good for—— in provisions at our store.” These tickets 
were taken up by the storekesper, with corn, at $3 per 
bushel, and other articles at similarly exhorbitant prices. 
There was no meat in the shop. The freed people com- 
plained bitterly of their treatment, stating that with the 
wages paid them they were unable to earn enough to buy, 
at the prices charged, their necessary subsistence. Com- 
petition, which would greatly reduce the price of provis- 
ions, is prevented, at least on this plantation, by military 
orders. Mr. Touts, on an adjacent plantation, was sell- 
ing corn to these people at $2 per bushel, and taking Un- 
DERWOOD tickets in payment, but he was compelled to de- 
sist by special order. i S 

Major J. E. Epwarps, Sub-Assistant Commissioner for 
the Islands, stated that his attention had been called to 
some difficulty among the freedmen on UnpERwoon’s = - 
tation, which he had investigated, and found the freed 
in fault. He therefore required the freedmen to resume 
work, and notified them that if they did not do so he would 
arrest them. ee think the freedmen were 
fully justified in refusing to work. .

last, when the had all been planted and the cotton 
oe et hoed, a - oth from New York named Ho.ton 
came on the farm with a squad of colored soldiers under 
charge of a sergeant and compelled the freedmen to con- 
tract with him to cultivate the land for his benefit. What 
the exact terms of this contract were, none of the freedmen 
knew. Some believed they were to get a third of the 
crop, while others stated they were te receive only one- 
fourth, and were to pay $5 each month for the rent of their 
cabins. Mr. Hotron was not on the plantation at the time 
of the Commissioners’ visit, and they were consequently 
unable to ascertain the true nature of the contract, no 
copy of it having been left with the freedmen. They 
ed the attention of the Assistant Commissioner to the 
complaints of the freedmen on this plantation. 
plain Frencu, Bureau Missionary, and Rev. C. L. 
Bropwe tt (colored), of Edisto Island, stated that a simi- 
lar occurrence had taken place on the plantation rented by 
a gentleman recently mustered out of the United States 
service, when the freedmen, after planting their crops, had 
been dispossessed and forcibly compelled to sign a contract— 
a squad of colored soldiers having been used for that pur- 


On Edisto Island Mr. Eppixo’s plantation is being cul- 
tivated by freedmen exclusively, working under the direc- 
tion of one of their own number, a superintendent chosen 
by themselves. Here the people are apparently doing 
well, and have a fair prospect of a good crop. This, how- 
ever, is almost the only instance met with on any of the 
islands where the freedmen, cultivating exclusively for 
themselves, without the direction of whites, were doing 
even tolerably well. 

There are no land grants under General SHeRMAy’s 
order on Port Royal Island, but the freed people hold and 
are cultivating a considerable portion of this island under 
tax titles. Some of them made their third crop last sea- 
son on these lands; but, notwithstanding the advantage 
thus enjoyed, they are nearly all of them now in destitute 
circumstances. ‘Their present impoverished condition is 
attributable to the fact that their crops were purchased by 
Beaufort storekeepers and others at merely nominal rates, 
in most instances at less than a fourth of their real value. 
These thrifty traders, many of whom made their advent 
in Beaufort with the Army, purchased the Sea Island cot- 
ton of the freedmen at ten cents a pound in the seed, and 
have this season already secured mortgages to a large pro- 
portion of the freedmen’s crop—in some instances even on 
their lands. 

SAVANNAH, GA., AND THE ISLANDS. 

On St. Catherine’s Island much confusion and disorder 
has been occasioned by Rev. Tunts J. CAMPBELL, a col- 
ored man from Nova Scotia, who was located on the 
island by General Saxton as an agent of the Bureau. 
This man abolished all the simple rules and regulations 
adopted by the freedmen for their own guidance, and es- 
tablished instead a parody of the United States Govern- 
ment, putting himself in the position of President, and as- 
suming in addition dictatorial powers. The freedmen 
were armod, no white man was allowed to land on the 
island, and every effort was made to stir up feelings of an- 
imosity against the white race. Among other powers as- 
sumed by Camprett he issued land grants, claiming to do 
so “by virtue of the authority vested in him by the Pres- 
ident of the United States and General Saxtox,” and took 
especial care to bestow the best allotments on himself and 
relations. 

After much difficulty General Tittson, the Assistant 
Commissioner for Georgia, succeeded in abolishim this 
absurd government, which action was necersary to save 
the freedmen from absolute want. General Tintson found 
that of the whole number of land grants on the island, 
seventeen only were valid. These grants covered 515 
acres, and were scattered all over the island. He consoli- 
dated them so as to occupy one section of the island only, 
leaving the remainder for cultivation by the proper owners. 
There are at present 625 freedmen on this island. Of 
these 147 are working for Messrs. Wixncurster & Scuvy- 
LER, of New York, who have rented a part of the Ordbury 
plantation, and the remainder are cultivating land on their 
own account. The 147 freedmen working for Messrs. W1n- 
cuestek & Scuvyter have planted 530 acres of cotton and 
115 of corn; the 475 freedmen working for themselves have 
planted only 200 acres of cotton and 200 acres of corn. 

Sapelo Island is cultivated exclusively by Messrs Dicx- 
son & McBripr. The freedmen here are working the 
land for two-thirds of the crop, and so far as could be per- 
ceived, were well treated and cared for, and will make 
money if they can be protected from the bad influence of a 
bad man named » who came among them last year 
with a permit from Captain Ketcuum, Bureau Agent under 
General Saxton, bought their cotton at ten cents per 
pound in the seed, and paid them mainly in whiskey. This 
vicious man has exerted such an evil influence over these 
freedmen as to make them dissatisfied with an exceedingly 
liberal contract. 

On St.-Simon’s Island there are eighteen valid land

OGEECHEE RIVER SETTLEMENT. 

This settlement, embracing several hundred freed peo- 
ple, the largest colony on the coast under General Surr- 
MAN’s order, was last aod under the control of Rev. Mr. 
TirFany, an agent of the Bureau, appointed to that po- 
sition by General Saxton. On taking charge Mr. ‘Trr- 
PANY hired twenty-five freedmen as a guard, armed them 
with United States muskets, and used Shem to prevent any 
white man ng the settlement. Seven United States 





Trrrany gave them certificates for the amount due them, 
which certificates they still hold, but are unable to get 
either rice or money.

All the freed people were supplied through the sgason 
with Government rations, which were to be paid for out 
of their crops, but none of these rations have ever been 
repaid. A very considerable o- of rice was made by 
the freedmen, and Mr. Tirrany advertised sixty thousand 
bushels of it for sale. General Trxuson, who had in the 
interim assumed ch: of the Bureau in Georgia, ne | 
the advertisement, ordered the sale to be suspended, an 
notified T1rFany that only bonded officers were authorized 
to sell Government property. What disposition was even- 
tually made of the rice crop, or who received the profits 
of it, the Commissioners were unable to ascertain. Mr. 
Tirrany shortly after this retired. Most of the freed peo- 
ple of the settlement became disheartened, and, voluutarily 
abandoning their land grants, are now working under con- 
tract for the former owners of the land, or the persons 
who have rented plantations from land owners. 


GENERAL SAXTON'S ADMINISTRATION. 


The commissioners became convinced that the condi- 
tion of the freedmen of these settlements, while in charge 
of General Saxton, was such as to give but little hope 
that, under the policy pursued by that officer, they would 
ever have become self-supporting, even with the fertile 
lands on which they were located placed at their disposal, 
free from rent or taxes. The failure of General Saxton’s 
administration resulted from a variety of causes, among 
which they enumerate: 

“The unn continuance of Government support 
to the freedmen, which tended to increase their natural 
improvidence, and to encourage habits of idleness. 

* Keeping them under such guardianship and tutelage 
that they were disinclined to make proper exertions for 
their own support or improvement. 

Teachin re to distrust all white men but those who 
had immediate authority over them, or who came among 
them with passes from the Bureau, thus preparing them 
to fall an easy prey to the sharpers who ,afterward ob- 
tained access to them under the guise of friendship, tak- 
ing advan of their credulity, and fraudulently appro- 
priating their crops. 

Their inexperience in providing for their own support, 
and in managing business for themselves.” 

CONCLUSIONS. 

It is not inthe power of Gen. Ti111son or Gen. Scort, 
until a crop has been raised under their respective admin 
istrations, to materially improve the condition of the freed- 
men on the Sea Islands. Although these officers have ef- 
fected salutary reforms in the condition of the blacks, and 
in their disposition to labor, and have been instrumental 
in removing from their minds many of the absurd ideas 
which had been instilled among them, idleness, discord, 
and bitter prejudices against the white people still exist. 
The extent to which they were deluded by the few white 
men who had intercourse with them is almost incredible. 
Among the evidence taken in reference to their condition, 
and which bears directly on this point, is the statement of 
a distinguished general:officer, who was in command of a 
district embracing part of the Islands, as follows: 








I assumed command in January, 1865, of a district in which the 
South Carolina Sea Islands were included. They were then in a state 
of turmoil and confusion, amounting to almost open rebellion. 
Armed patrols were maintained on the islands to prevent any white 
man from landing. Several tlemen from Pennsylvania who at- 
tempted to land (improperly I must say), were arrested by the freed- 
men. I had — @ guard on each wharf to prevent their being mo- 
lested, but they chose to make a landing on a part of the island 
where no guard was stationed. ‘The negroes had been told and be- 
lieved that a large force of Rebel cavalry still occupied the woods on 
the mainland. Utter lawlessness prevailed, and cattle stealing 
raids on the mainland by the negroes were of frequent occur- 
rence. I went over and broke up their military bands, and told 
them the war was over. I then set to work to organize a system of 
labor. 1 found the forty-acre allotments, under General Surrman’s 
order, of most elastic dimensions. The largest I saw was 350 acres, 
and the smallest 312 acres. Many freedmen who had land orders for 
‘lohn’s Island had settled on James Island; and certificates for 
Edisto Island were plentiful on Wadmalan Island. Scarcely any at- 
tempt had been made to cultivate the land. There were not more 
than two acres “listed out”? in any one patch on Edisto Island. I 
had to discontinue the issue of rations before I could get them to work 
atall. I had nearly succeeded in getting them to, when the bill se- 
curing their land titles passed Congress, and everything was again 
thrown into confusion. Matters are now, however, getting straight 
again. 


An impartial comparison of the comparative condition of 
the freedmen on the South Carolina Islands and those in 
Florida and Southwest Georgia, clearly demonstrates that 


the freed people who have remained on the plantations 
and have aided by the advice of sensible and practi- 
cal military and Bureau officers, are infinitely better cff 


than those who have been assisted with rations and cloth- 
ing by the Government. 

n the ee of the commissioners the most equitable 
solution of the question of the occupation of the Sea Is- 
lands and the coast under General Suerman’s order, will 
be to surrender the lands to the former owners, on the first 
day of January next, requiring the land owners to pay to 
the freedmen the value in money of all improvements 
made by them while occupying the land—this to be deter- 
mined by a commission appointed by the Government. 
Generals Trttson and Scorr think this arrangement will 
give general satisfaction to both the freedmen and land- 
owners. Should the recommendation be adopted by the 
Government, it is y suggested that the order be 
issued before the first of September next, so as to give both 
parfies ample time to make arrangements for the next sea- 
son’s planting. 

FLORIDA. 
At Fernandina, Florida, they found Captain Leppy, of 
the Volunteer Reserve Corps, on duty as agent of the Bu- 
reau, having of a district embracing two counties, 
containing 1,000 . These are generally at work 
lumbering, and get from $20 to $26 month as wages. 
Captain DY is assisted by Major Scurearer, formerly 
an officer of the Seventh Ohio infantry, who acts as agent 
without pay, but is partially compensated by receiving $5 
fee for each contract drawn up and approved. Captain 
Leppy is a good, judicious man, who by friendly interfer- 
ence and good advice, has settled most of the difficulties 
which have arisen in his district between the freedmen 
— and between the whites and freedmen, without 
ion.

tions, werethe inmates of the Orphan Asylum, located at 
Fernandina, which is under the charge of the National 
Freedmen’s Aid Association, and the inmates of the Freed. 
ome Hospital at Magnolia, which is controlled by the 

u 


ureau. 

The Assistant-Commissioner stated that rations have 
been issued only to the inmates of the Asylum and Hospi- 
tal, and in some isolated cases where the circumstances» 
the freedmen show actual destitution and inability to pro- 
vide for themselves and families. 

Brevet-Colonel T. W. Oszorne, the Assistant-Commis- 
sioner of the Bureau for Florida, is an intelligent and just 
man, and an energetic and impartial officer. The most 
favorable accounts were given by citizens, by the military 
and bureau officers, and by the freed people, of the good 
condition of the freedmen in this department, as well as of 
the encouraging prospects of the crops which they are cul- 
tivating.

THE LATE REBELLION AT CAPE HAYTIEN. 
fo the Edilor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir :—The various statements which have appeared in 
paper relative to the late rebellion at Cape Haytien, 
where this vessel was for seventy days during the months 
of August, September and October, 1865, are calculated to 
mislead public opinion. 

That rebellion was one of the most outrageous that ever 
occurred, being founded upon murder, assassination and 

, by General Sauave, who had been expelled from 
Hayti by President Girrrarp, for shooting the Minister 
of State, with the intention of killing him, while he was 
reviewing troops, and during the confusion which this act 
caused, SALNAVE succeeded in making his escape and fled 
to Monti Christe, the Spanish part of the island, where he 
collected a number of cut-throats with which he took pos- 
session of Cape Haytien, being poorly guarded at the time, 
(last May). Cape Haytien being naturally strong, and 
he, SALNAVE, having possess‘on of the forts, managed to 
maintain himself until the bombardment by the English 
vessels of war Galatea and Lilly, when he was brought to 
grief, but, unfortunately, not to death. This scoundrel 
had his own brother-in-law (holding the rank of a Gen- 
eral), dragged from the house by a party of brutal soldiers 
and shot in cold blood, because he would not take up arms 
on his side, though the unfortunate man had a son at the 
time in his, SALNAveE’s, so-called army, composed of five 
hundred desperadoes gathered from every part of Hayti. 
During the occupation of Cape Haytien by SaLnave, 
while the Kansas was there, it was a common thing to see 
the stores of merchants plundered in the most outrageous 
manner. Military force was used without the least hesita- 
tion. ‘These violent acts of the so-called revolutionary 
council, and which received the sanction of SALNAvE, 
were justified by them on the ground “that they must 
have supplies and money to enable them to carry on the 
war,” the object of which was to drive out of Hayti, Pres- 
ident Girrrarp, who had governed his part of the island 
with so much intelligence and wisdom, and to make life 
and property secure, and to command the respect of more 
civilized nations. It would be as well to mention here 
that, during the Rebellion in the United States, he allowed 
our Government to deposit a large quantity of coal in this 
very town of Cape Haytien, for naval purposes, and would 
not allow his ports to be entered or used by piratical ves- 
sels of the so-called Southern Confederacy. 

SALNAVE did not hesitate to steal sdme of the coal, which 
had no longer the protection of the Girrrarp government, 
and use it for military purposes, and he only desist»d from 
doing so by a threat from the commander of the Kansas to 
use force if necessary. 

Mr. Fousom, the U. S. Consul, lived in constant appre- 
hension of assassination, having been threatened on several 
occasions by the agents of Satnave, but, much to his 
credit, he maintained his post, keeping the flag of his 
country"lying over the Consulate, and which protected 
him—SaLNAvE knowing, too well, that any insult to that 
flag, or violence to the Consul, would lead to a bombard- 
ment of his forts by the Kansas. 

The few foreigners residing in Cape Haytien, none, for- 
tunately, being Americans, lived in constant apprehension 
of assassination, even ladies, particularly the two daught- 
ers of General Ener, who was serving in GIFFRARD’S ar- 
my, were threatened several times with death by the rabble 
as they would pass the house in which they had sought 


_ retuge—that of the Prussian and British Consuls. These 


young ladies were not allowed to leave the town, but cru- 
elly kept as hostages by Satnave. Captain Wakg, of the 
Bull Dog, interceded in their behalf, but was flatly refused 
by SALNAVE. 

On one occasion an attempt was made by the command- 
er of the Kansas, to carry them off to the steamer dis- 
guised in officers’ clothes, but their hearts failed them at 
the eleventh hour, being fearful of recognition by the 
guard at the landing, and after that the Consulate was 
closely guarded at night by soldiers, which made it appear 
that the plot had been discovered by them. 

The young ladies alluded to were intelligent and accom- 
plished, having received their education in France, and 
where they had resided for six years; they subsequently 
escaped during the late bombardment, disguised in the clothes 
of French sailors, and were refused admittance on board 
of the U. 8. steamer De Soto on the ground that they had 
no passport from Saunave, the very man who had kept 
them confined on shore for so many months. They after- 
ward sought and obtained protection on board of a French 
corvette lying in the harbor. This information comes 
from Mr. Fousom, the U.S. Consul, a most worthy and 
respectable representative of our country, who has made 
a full report of what occurred after we left, to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

The bombardment of Cape Haytien by Captain Wake, 
of the Bull Dog, was absolutely necessary. SALNAVE Viola- 
ted the British Consulate by military force in taking out 
eight political refugees, several “of whom were Generals 
who had fled for their lives when the rebellion broke out, 
and where they had lived for so many months in security 
under the protection of the English flag. These unfortu- 
nate men, Captain Wake, of the Bull Dog, demanded 
should be given up; this demand was not complied with 
by General Satnave, and they were all shot in cold blood 
by his order. This cruel act, which stamped the character 
of Satnave with infamy, and his gross insult to the Brit- 
ish flag, led to the bombardment of the town by Captain 
Wake. That officer did his whole duty on this occasion ; 
in fact, he would have been censured by his government 

he acted otherwise under the circumstances. 

It is to be regretted that this gallant man, who had in 
the hour of danger extended protection to the United 
States Consul, Mr. Forsom, in receiving him on board of 
his vessel, should have been so unfortunate as to have lost 
his steamer, though not without defending her to the last ; 
establishing for himself a reputation for coolness and cour- 





age, which cannot help tend to make him a distinguished 
officer in his service. 

His defence before the Court-Martial was a straightfor- 
ward, manly one, and which could only emenate from a 
man who felt conscious that he had, with his officers and 
men, performed his duty and vindicated the honor of the 
flag under which he served. 

Captain Wake, to the surprise of every one on board of 
this steamer, was reprimanded and dismissed his vessel by 
sentence of the court which tried him ; not, it would seem, 
for anything else but for the loss of his vessel. It is to 
= hoped, however, that another command will be assigned 

im. 

The charge brought against him in some of our papers 
for firing upon the town of Cape Haytien and killing inno- 
cent people, Mr. Fousom, the U. S. Consul at Cape Hay- 
tien, flatly contradicts. He states “that his fire was confined 
entirely to the forts which were firing upon him,” and any 
statement coming from that gentleman can be believed.

DESERTIONS IN THE ARMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir :—In your issue of May 26th I notice an article in re- 
gard to “‘ Desertions in the Regular Army,” in which, I 
think, your correspondent gives several erroneous reasons 
as to the dissatisfaction which he thinks exists in the Army 
among enlisted men. 

First, he mentions the “ rations ”’—that in consequence 
of the savings effected by the company commanders the 
soldier does not get sufficient, and also that the stores 
issued are of an inferior quality. It may be all very true 
what “C. L.” says in regard to the posts in Louisiana, 
but as to this post it is very different. We happen to be 
blessed with a commander who takes the same personal in- 
terest in his men as he does in his own family ; and if “ C. 
L.” had the same blessing he would not complain of the 
& ration.” 

As for myself and brother soldiers at this post we cer- 
tainly get all we want—fresh meat three and four times a 
week, also vegetables almost every day ; and in fact in all 
well-r ulated commands the same could be had for the 
soldier. 

The command I belong to has an aggregate of 115 men, 
and the company saving of this command per month is 
from $80 to $100. From these savings a large garden has 
been stocked with vegetables sufficient to supply the com- 
pany throughout the year; also a great many other little 
necessaries are obtained for the company from this fund, 
which tend to make the men as comfortable as they could 
possibly be. 

In the second place, he speaks of the “‘ pay” as being 
insufficient, because the officers say their pay is insufficient. 
A very poorreason. I would like to remind “C. L.” that 
the pay of asoldier in the United States Army is more 
than that of soldiers in any country in the world. As for 
the few trifles he requires, they are a very small matter— 
such as blacking-brushes, gloves, etc., which surely cannot 
absorb $16 per month. 

No, Mr. Editor, these are not the causes of so mich 
desertion. Those that desert are men who enlist because 
they are too lazy to work, and are the outcas‘s of society, 
who solely come into the Army to obtain food and clothing 
for the Winter, it never being their intention to remain in 
the service. I am sorry to say, sir, a great many of this 
class get into the Army. 

“©. L.” must belong to that class of soldiers of whom 
you will find some in the Army, who take it as their privi- 
lege to grumble, feed them as you will or pay them as you 
will. 


As to the religious improvement of the soldier, it all re- 
mains with himself. Each post has a chaplain who offici- 
ates, and if the soldier wishes he can obtain that “ religious 
improvement’ by attending service. In regard to this post 
we have service twice on Sundays, and sometimes through 
the week, which is well attended by the soldiers. 

It certainly, sir, is very wrong of any soldier to try and 
lead the world to believe that desertion is caused from 
scarcity of food and insufficient pay, when the soldier has 
plenty of both. The Army does not believe it; but there 
are those who are not acquainted with the life of the sol- 
dier who might think the reasons given by “C. L.” suffi- 
cient cause for desertion. All I can say to them is, it is no 
such thing. J. C. McD.

BREVET RANK IN THE NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Str :—The subject of brevet rank in the Navy has already 
attracted attention, but has not been brought prominently 
before Congress.. It isto be hoped that the present session 
will not close without action being taken in a matter so 
vitally important to the best interests of the service. Bre- 
vets are asked for as a reward for faithful duty by merit- 
orious Naval officers, whose promotion (now that the war 
is at end) will be necessarily slow. There are men whose 
age and length of service entitle them to command, who 
are now doing duty as executive officers of vessels afloat, 
whose only prospect appears to be many more years at sea 
in that subordinate capacity. Many of them are upward 
of forty years of age, with a service record of twenty years 
or more, yet they belong to that unfortunate jirst-class 
bogus grade of Lieutenant-Commander, and are compelled 
to associate in a wardroom with staff officers and others 
many years their junior. Is it fair that an officer who has 
commanded a vessel in time of war should be thus treated, 
without any present hope of improvement in his condition, 
or increase of lineal rank? . Why should brevets be con- 
fined to the Army ? In that service, general, field, staffand 
line, have been brevetted—even doctors have been made 
Cclonels, Brigadiers and Major-Generals, but no one in the 
Navy has been found worthy of the honor. Surely the 
boon craved has been richly earned by the work performed 
at New Orleans, Wilmington, and Mobile. Brevets in the 
Army never produce a conflict of authority. Cavillers on 
that ground may be assured that the regularly educated 
Naval officer is possessed of too high a ‘one ever to allow 


his brevet rank to affect the discipline of the service. It 
would be absurd to confer brevets on the staff, for, with 
all due respect for these gentlemen, it is believed that Zine 
officers are only fairly entitled to them, beside which, the 
line have been elastily sufficiently humiliated*to claim ex- 
emption from further inroads on their prerogative. 
Navy is in a state of transition, and queer changes are 
taking place. Time-honored class distinctions are ruth- 
lessly swept away, and ifthe “ be fleeted aft,” 
and bulkheads knocked down, then -by to peace 

comfort in every dignified wardroom. Oh, pity the sor- 
rows of our gray-haired parsons, dignified rs, hard- 
hea paymasters and aspiring “engi i ‘ 

believe that the harmony of the mess is disturbed by the 
agitation of “‘ that never-endi 
duced as a relish at breakfast, dinner and tea. But, sans 
badinage, Mr. Editor, all such annoyance may be obviated 
by giving to the line brevet rank and increased pay.

AUSTRIAN AND PRUSSIAN ARMAMENTS. 
{From the London Times.] 


Waite the armies of Europe are yet awaiting the sig- 
nal to draw swords, and before the first cannon shot shall 
inaugurate a strife that may throw us years backward in 
civilization, it may be useful to indicate the chief points in 
the armaments of Austria and Prussia wherein they differ 
from each other, and to mark the questions about to be 
made the subjects of vast and bloody experiment. 

Philosophers, statesmen, statisticians, philologists, all 
have their favorite methods of accounting for the strange 
madness that now and then descends upon the nations, that 
causes the youths to leave their ploughs or their studies to 
court mutilation and death, that urges the mother to send 
her son, the girl her lover, or the wife her stay and sup- 
porter, to the field that is to be fattened with their Blood ; 
but there is one object that must be in the minds of those 
who first provoke the contest—an advantage to be gained, and 
a probability of its attainment. 

Are we wrong in attributtng some of the bellicose spirit 
lately displayed by the Prussian Premier, and pervading 
the mass of the army, to their confidence in having for the 
time the superiority in weapons, and especially as regards 
their breech-loading small arm, the dearly-beloved and 
bepraised Zund-nadel-Gewehr ? 

To humble Austria, and to obtain an uninterrupted 
coast line on the Baltic are the two principal ideas in Count 
Bismark’s brain. Ifthe Liberals would give him the re- 
quisite powers, a Liberal he would be to-morrow ; for the 
man who smokes his long pipe in the easy evening costume 
of Berlin, and laughs like a boy over the projects that he 
means to make faits accomplis, is no starched aristocrat, but 
a people’s man if they would have him and give him what 
he wants. The Danish war showed him the strength of 
his military position. A few months more and his enemy 
will be equally well armed; now is the time to deliver the 
blow which is never likely to be so successful as at the pres- 
ent moment. And, froma military point of view, he is 
right. The poor Danes, when they recoiled before half 
their numbers at the colline before Dybbol, imagined the 
paomye force greater than their own. The Prussian Cap- 
tain ScHLOTTERBACH, With a detachment of 100 men, re-

During the Schleswig-Holstein campaign the Danes suf- 
fered so terribly under the close fire of the Promians that 
they could only explain it by supposing that the Zund- 
nadel-Gewehr was loaded over night, and always ready to 
pous A its deadly bullets as fast as its trigger could be 
pulled. is “ 

Far be it from us to support this weapon as the perfeo- 
tion of arms. We believe that a breech-loading rifle is 
about to be introduced into our own service, which has all 
the advantages without the defects of the Prussian needle 
gun ; but for the time, Count BismarKk has the start of us 
all, and crows defiance accordingly. 

The advantages of breech-loading small-arms, with 
— carrying their own ignition, are chiefly as fol- 

ows: 

1. Rapidity of fire in the proportion of about three to 
one, on account of the facility of loading and the non- 
necessity of capping. 

2. Ease and certainty o€ loading under all ciroum- 
stances, such as rain, cold and nervousness. Wet weather 
causes no misfires. 

3. The soldier can lie down behind any little hillock or 
bush and load with the greatest ease without exposing rifle, 
arm, or head to the enemy’s fire. 

4. A man armed with a breech-loading weapon has his 
bayonet always pointed toward his antagonist while pre- 
paring to fire, so that he is never off his 

5. Contrary to’ the opinion of the opponents of breach- 
loading rifles, it was found during the Schleswig-Holstein 
campaign that the ammunition expended was on the whole 
less than usual. And this is not surprising when we take 
into consideration that a man who requires three times as 
long to load is aware that he must commence firing at a 
long range if he wishes to have two or three shots at an ad- 
vanciag enemy, instead of feeling that if he reserves his 
fire till the attacking force is within 200 paces he will still 
have time to deliver the same number of bullets, and with 
greater certainty. With these advantages, then, can it be 
wondered at that a coolness and confidence is induced, 
more than sufficient to counterbalance the tendency of 
troops to fire away their ammunition recklessly, and which 
prepares them to meet the greatest dangers with readiness 
and courage ? 

The construction of the Zund-nadel-Gewehr is well known 
in England, and could hardly be made intelligible here 
without the aid of drawings. Suffice it to say that the 
bullet is held at the base by a papier maché cup, which 
also contains the detonating composition. The powder 
cartridge is a mere paper bag, offering little resistance to 
the steel needle which, impelled by a spiral spring, passes, 
when the trigger is pulled, through the cartridge, and ig- 
nites the detonating composition in the cup. The powder 
is thus lit in front, and acts upon the paper cup, forcing it 
into the xrooves of the piece, and thus giving rotation 
to the bullet without roughening its exterior. On leav- 
ing the muzzle of the piece the bullet detaches itself and 
flies alone to its mark. The ovoid shape of the bullet 
and the slight exertion required in pulling thetrigger give 
considerable accurracy at ranges up to 600 or 800 
though not such as may not easily be exceeded by weapons 
of improved design and manufacture. 

What we desire to impress, however, is, that a force 
armed with breech-loading rifles, whose cartridges 
their own ignition, protected from the weather, has an ad- 
vantage of about three to one over an enemy armed with 
weapons of equal shooting powers, but loading at the muz- 
zle and requiring to be capped. : 

The Austrians are, perhaps, rather more advanced than 
ourselves in the direction of re-armament, but the bulk 
of their army have still the old weapon with the cannel- 
ured bullet. 

in artillery matters there is not so great a difference, 
though we believe the Prussians to have still some advan- 
tage. As faras siege guns are concerned, rifled breech- 
loaders of cast-iron, on the Wahrendorf principle, are to 
be found on both sides, but Austria possesses few of them ; 
nor does she lose much by their absence, for the frequent 

jamming of the cylinder, which, introduced through a hole 
at the side of the breech, fits into a corresponding orifice in 
the breech stopper, thus preventing the latter from being 
driven back on the discharge of the piece, renders the prac- 
tice with this gun very uncertain. The Prussians have 
24-pounder bronze breech-loaders,on their new system 
(Krarxer’s), throwing shell of about sixty and shot of about | 
seventy-eight English pounds. The Austrian rifled Wah- 
rendorf throws a rather heavier projectile, and they have 
long been experimenting with various modes of rifling 
heavy cast-iron guns, so we may expect to see something 
of their results. ‘Che Prussian 6-pounders and 12-pounders 
are also nearly matched by the Austrians, the 6-pounder 
throwing projectiles of about fifteen and the 12-poun- 
der of about thirty-two English pounds; but the balance 
of efficiency is on the side of the Prussians on account of 
the superiority of their breech-loading arrangement. When 
we turn to the fisld-gane, nothing. pe cede, ep oice 
than the two systems. Leaving out 0 i 
on the La fe arrangement, Which the Austrians adopted 
from the French in 1859, but soon gave up for Levx’s 3 snes 
cotton system, rejecting the latter in its turn shortly after- 
ward, we have for main principles as follows : 

Prussians—Steel, breech-loaders, compression system. 

Austrians—Bronze, muzzle-loaders, centering system.

Austrians place one man—or, in the horse artillery, 
two—on a saddle forming the cover of an ammunition box 
on the trail of the gun-carriage. The unfortunates who 
have to ride upon it ae ae ee an easy chair, if 
their countenances may be taken as proof of their feelings. 

All the reserve batteries in the Austrian service are 
classed as horse artillery, and made as movable as possible. 
This is a wise practice, for the guns that are to be sent for- 
ward at « critical moment to decide the fortune of the bat- 
tle should be able to carry their men with them, and not 
leave them panting behind, as was the case at the Alma. 

The new Prussian breech-loading system (Krainer’s) 
may be shortly described as follows: Two steel wedges front 
and hind are introduced through a slot in the side of the 
breech, and can slide one upon the other. It is manifest 
that the nearer the bases of the wedges are brought to 
each other the thicker will the gombination of the two be- 
come. In the 4-pounder apparatus the hind wedge has at 
its thick end a screw which passes loosely, without biting, 
through a hole in part of the thin end of the front wedge, 
bent at right angles to the face of the latter. It will be 
seen, then, that by screwing or unscrewing upon the hind- 
wedge screw a nut furnished with a handle, the two can 
be made to become thin enough to be withdrawn for load- 
ing purposes, or thick enough to close firmly the space be- 
hind the charge. There are other details for insuring the 
right position of the whole system, etc. ; but these cannot 
be explained without the aid of drawings. Arrtillerists will 
easily catch the main principle as we have given it. ' 

A copper-ring valve, similar to that employed in Krurr’s 
gun and some of the American svsiems, is used to prevent 
escape of gas, but the loose sivel cup placed in the cham- 
ber in the face of the front wedge, to take the first shock 
of the discharge and to contain the copper-ring valve, is, 
we believe, peculiar to this system. This cup can be taken 
out and cleaned, or its place supplied by another, almost 
instantaneously. If proper precautions are observed, such 
as keeping the cup and ring clean, and using a sufficient 
number of new ones when the old ones become “ guttered” 
by the gas, the life of a small steel gun ought to be a long 
one; but the metal is so uncertain, even when cast from 
Kavrr’s crucibles and wrought under his tremendous ham- 
mers, that the bursting of a steel 4-pounder cannot be said 
to be an unknown event in Prussia. 

The projectiles have a lead coating, with rings of the 
same material raised upon it to be pressed into the grooves 
and to give rotation to the iron shell. The coating only 
adheres ically, and is not so firm to resist shocks as 
in our zinc-solder 

The field-guns throw common shells with percussion 
fuse, shrapnel with time fuse, and case, though the pattern 
for the latter is yet, we believe, considered experimental. 

The Austiian 4-pounder projectile has an exterior coat- 
ing of zinc and tin, of the same shape as the bore, but 
one-twelfth of an inch less in diameter. The grooves in 
the gun may be said to be formed by wrapping a number 
of triangles round a cylindrical bore. The exterior of the 

yjectile | of the same shape, the latter enters the 
a easily, and is pushed home, riding on the basis of the 
triangles, with windage above and at the sides. A slight 
turn with the rammer, acting on small drivers left on the 
head of the shell, centres it, so that it comes out with its 
axis coincident with that of the bore, and windage equally 
distributed, viz.: a small space at the base of each of the 


Beside shell, shrapnel and case, carcasses are used with 
these pieces having a peculiar arrangement in the head of 
the shell to ignite the carcass composition about 600 paces 
from the muzzle of the gun. A concussion fuse is used 
with the shell, a time fuse with the shrapnel. 

Both the Powers of whom we speak have endeavored, 
but hitherto unsu y, to construct heavy guns for 
their navies. Austria has at last bought guns from Krurr 
rifled and with his patent breech-loading arrangement. 
Prussia tries to rifle his steel blocks on her own system, 
and with her own breech-loading apparatus, but we only 
know of a single gun, throwing a shot of about 200 En- 
glish pounds, that has been at all satisfactory. 

The few following details of the 4-pounders will show 
the chief proportions between the field artillery of the two 
nations :

The above ranges are in paces of thirty inches. The 
pace is, we think wisely, taken as the unit in mili 
measurements. Distances corresponding with the numbers 
marked on the tangent scale can thus be readily determined 
in a few minutes wherever there is time to send out men 
in the direction in which the enemy is likely to advance. 

With the present accuracy of shooting attained by rifled 
guns, accurate measurement of ranges, when _ 
should always be obtained.

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AMERICAN NOTIONS OF NEUTRALITY. 


HE Fenian farce which, having long provoked peals 
of laughter, shifted suddenly to a tragedy, is 

ending with hardly time for tears, groans, and sus- 
pended breaths at the latter spectacle. Buta bloodier 
tragedy still it will prove at the dénowement, when 
sundry scores of poor fellows repay their heroism and 
love of mothor-land by ignominious fate, and taste, as 
so many captives from India to Jamaica have tasted, 
the quality of British mercy. Grave reflections 
spring from the dangerous move into Canada of Ros- 
ERTS and SwEENEY, which were not merited by the 
ridiculous tomfoolery of O’Mauonry and KILiiAN 
at Campobello. Among these reflections, the most 
obvious regard the role played by the American Gov- 
ernment. 

If there be such a thing in international courtesy as 
‘* heaping coals of fire on an enemy’s head,” the per- 
formance has been achieved by our Government for 
the benefit of both Great Britain and her Colonies. 
When the United States was in distress, and the 
standard of revolt raised against law, under -the pre- 
tence of waging war—as with the Fenians in Canada— 
what did Great Britain do? Her Government rushed 
with shameful haste to declare the Union dissolved, 
to officially announce the Rebellion a success, and to 
brand the Republic as the ‘‘late Union,” as is well 
known. Her flag floated thenceforth in honor of in- 
surgent victories. In her docks was built, equipped, 
armed, manned, and thence was sailed, every ship in 
the Confederate cruising Navy. Her Armstrong 
guns, which money could not buy except for allies, 
were found, free gifts, in Confederate earthworks. 
Her powder, small arms, projectiles, her stores, sup- 
plies and manufactures, were furtively thrust into 
every open inlet on the Southern coast. Her Ala- 
bamas and Shenandoahs ruined our commerce. Crews 
from her training-ships manned the 64-pounders from 
her founderies, over which Rebel colors floated; and, 
not content with that, her Greyhounds were ready to 
snatch from our sailors the very captives they had 
won in fight. Before it was ever asked, much more 
expected, recognition of their belligerency was pro- 
fusely thrust by her on the Rebels, and the pacific ally 
of a round half century was spurned in a day. 

What—now, when the Irish Republic “ secedes’’ 
from Great Britain, proclaims itself a nation, puts 
50,000 troops in the field, attacks and carries a point 
of operations on the enemy’s soil, defeats his best 
volunteer troops in fair fight, and claims recognition 
as successfully belligerent—what does America do? 
Does she sneakingly complain of the inefficiency of 
the neutrality laws, as did Lord Joun Russet and 
the whole Government and Press of England at his 
back? Does she argue how hard it is to be neutral, 
and thén seek to take advantage of her own wrong 
and negligence? She puts her entire available army 
under marching orders ; her cutters patrol the line of 
lake and river ; her State police and militia force are 
called into requisition ; her Attorney-General orders 
his subordinates and Marshals to arrest all violators 
of the neutrality laws (an unwarrantable stretch of 
authority in favor of Great Britain); her prominent 
Generals in propinquous Districts, Departments and 
Divisions—Generals Hooker, Barry, MEADE, and 
Lieutenant-General Grant himself—hurry to the 
scene ; the PRESIDENT issues a sweeping and crushing 
condemnation of Fenianism. By these acts, while 
the Fenians are at the flood of conquest, they are 
checked. Their rear is assailed; their supplies are 
cut. off; their troops overcome and dispersed; all 
their arms and munitions captured; and the whole 
campaign ended—all by the United States. 

The Canada from which we have thus turned the 
tide of invasion was the same country which had, 
within five years, a chance to show us its notions of 








neutrality. It was a minor base of insurgent opera- 
tions. There were concocted the various schemes of 
assassinating the Chief Magistrate of the Union, his 
Cabinet, and his leading Generals, and there subserip- 
tions for paying their expense were collected. Thence 
came, and thither escaped again, the hellish villains 
who tried to fire peaceful Northern cities, without a 
word of warning ; beginning first with hotels and the- 
atres, because most densely packed with men, women 
and children. On that very Vermont line, and over 
the self-same roads where General MEADE suppressed 
the great Fenian invasion, occurred the St. Albans 
raid, and the robbery of our banks and our citizens, 
by bands organized in Canada, paid in Canada, winked 
at by Canadian constabulary, and, after an ostenta- 
tious arrest, set free, with all their plunder, by Ca- 
nadian Justice Coursols. 


We assume, of course, that it was the United States 
which demolished Fenianism, and not Great Britain, 
Canada did, indeed, put troops into the field, but, at 
the first encounter, they were whipped to pieces in 
two hours by an equal or lesser number of Fenians, 
The situation of Canada, after the skirmish at Ridge- 
way, was really pitiable. Colonel Booker had with 
him two full regiments of first-class Canadian volun- 
teers in that affair, of whom one, the Queen’s Own, 
was well known to be the best volunteer regiment in 
all Canada. At first they advanced very gallantly. 
But fcr the veteran Fenians—heroes of such cam- 
paigns as the Peninsula, Shiloh, Antietam, Freder- 
icksburg, Chancellorsville, Spottsylvania and Cold 
Harbor—the sputtering of a few rifles only made the 
blood mount. Actually less in number, they cleared 
the field of their enemies in a trice—and some of them 
will repay that infliction of disgrace by a felon’s death. 
Thenceforward little reliance was placed on the volun- 
teer troops as against the Fenian veterans. If the 
Queen's Own could not stand, no similar regiment 
could. From Toronto to Halifax went up cries of 
“Hurry along the Regulars,” and “send us Armstrong 
‘“*guns.” That Montreal, which was once full of male- 
dictions and plots against ‘‘ the late Union,”’ was quiver- 
ing with fear—was declaring it a shame for dissatisfied 
men to rise up against a good government—and hop- 
ing, as far as a guilty conscience would allow the hope, 
for the interference of ‘‘ the late Union ”’ against the 
Irish. The excitement was intense when it was ru- 
mored— not without cause-—-that not even all of the 
Regulars could be relied on. As it was, there were 
but few regiments in the country; very few for so 
enormous aline. In one word, had America exhibited 
British neutrality in this matter, had the Fenians 
been allowed to get arms, munitions, trains and sup- 
plies up to the border, had not revenue cutters, with 
shotted guns, swept their line of communication with 
the rear, SWEENEY could have flung his columns over 
the border wherever he liked, and before Autumn 
turned the sterile earth of Canada as red with blood 
as the battle-ploughed soil of Virginia. 








Is there any prospect that Congress will perfect 
those important measures of military legislation which 
have been so long pending before it? The session is 
now approaching its close, and yet the bill for the re- 
organization of our Standing Army has not passed, 
and the question of organizing a National Militia is 
still in abeyance. It is fortunate that the Chairman 
of the Senate Military Committee, Mr. Henry Wit- 
SON, manifests so intelligent an appreciation of the 
necessity of providing for our Standing Army. We 
only fear that he will fail to carry his measures through 
the necessary processes of legislation, and that, in the 
midst of so many conflicting views and interests, the 
whole subject will be neglected. Mr. WiLson’s meas- 
ures may not meet the concurrence of all classes in 
the Army, but it is apparent that he understands the 
necessities of the service so much better than the 
majority of his colleagues that it is safe to trust the 
interests of the Army in his hands. At all events, 
if he does not succeed in securing the passage of his 
bill, it is not likely that anything so good, if anything 
at all, will take its place. Not even the powerful in- 
fluence of the Lieutenant-General is sufficient to 
arouse Congress to its duty. We are in danger of 
repeating the mistake we have heretofore made at the 
close of our wars—forgetting too speedily the lessons 
of the conflict, and neglecting our opportunity to apply 
its teachings to the improvement of our military ser- 
vice. It was so after the Revolution ; it was.so after 
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the War of 1812, and again after the Mexican War. 
The result of this neglect was revealed in the blunders 
.of our late conflict, which have cost us so much in the 
waste of precious treasure and far more precious 
lives. 

We have such an opportunity as few nations ever 
had to perfect a military system. The sharp trial 
of war has brought to view all the strength and 
all the weakness of our present organization, and an 
intelligent study of the results of the trial will show 
us precisely where to apply the remedy for existing 

_evils. Weare not hampered by any powerful class 
interests, such as prevent reform in other countries, 
and the flexible elements of army organization can be 
here molded into any shape at the will of legislation. 
May we not look to Congress for a display in this 
direction of something of that promptitude they have 
shown in voting away two hundred millions of the 
Nation’s money for the equalization of bounties ? 
After that, it can hardly be thought that it is economy 
which prevents the proper increase and organization 
the Army. Andif it were, it would be a costly econo- 
my to run the risk of repeating, in the future, our 
past expensive blunders for the sake of saving a trifle 
in present taxes. 

We do not advocate any considerable increase of our 
Army. The most extravagant, in this respect, of the 
bills now before Congress does not provide for a mili- 
tary establishment large enough to at all disturb the 
rest of those nervous patriots who dream of the over- 
throw of our liberties by military despotism. But we 
urge that the utmost attention should be given to 
making our military organization complete, so far as 
it goes, and so flexible that it can be extended, in case 
of emergency, promptly, and without disturbance. 
We need, as we have so often shown, a thorough out- 
line organization, of which the cadre shall be as com- 
plete as possible, and the different arms of the service 
judiciously adjusted to each other. 


Conaress has definitely declined to directly vote 
any increase of pay to Naval officers, but it has par- 
tially accomplished the object, in a round-about way, 
by repealing a section of the Act of 1835, so as to 
place it within the power of the Secretary of the Navy 
to increase the pay of Naval officers from twenty to 
thirty-three per cent. If we are to believe Mr. Con- 
gressman DELANO, however, this bit of grace was en- 
tirely unpremeditated. In introducing a bill amenda- 
tory of the Naval Appropriation bill, he explained 
that this increase of pay will cost the Treasury 
$1,300,000 annually, and said that neither House had 
any idea of doing anything of the kind. If Mr. 
DELANO is correct in his statement, it is certainly a 
remarkable exhibition of intelligence on the part of 
Congress that it should pass a bill of such importance 
without knowing what it was doing. So far as the 
Naval Committee of the House is concerned, we know 
that this statement is not correct. They had the 
direct intention of increasing the pay of Naval officers, 
as it has been done, by the introduction of this meas- 
ure. And even if the assertion be true of the major- 
ity of Mr. DeLANo’s colleagues it will hardly be gen- 
erous for them to correct their blunder at the expense 
of the officers to whom this increase of pay is so essen- 
tial a matter. The service has often enough been 
made to bear the penalties of blundering legislation, 
and may be suffered to take advantage of this single 
measure which chances to operate in its favor. That 
there was imperative need of an increase of the pay of 
Naval officers we have often shown, and however it 
has been brought about, the increase should be suf- 
fered to continue. 

It is the misfortune of our Naval service that its mem- 
bers are mainly from the East, or coastwise, States, 
and that thus they have little hold upon the interest 
and sympathies of the Western members whose influ- 
ence is just now so powerful in Congress. Those 
members who are prompt to legislate away tens, and 
even hundreds, of millions in behalf of classes whose 
votes and influence bear directly upon their political 
prospects, take every occasion to air their economy at 
the expense of our Naval interests. 








Tue dreary monotony of Mexican news is again 
enlivened by the intelligence, said to be reliable, that 
the French Government is at last making preparations 
for the final evacuation of Mexican territory. Advices 
from the City of Mexico to the 20th of May state 


French Minister of War to immediately concentrate 
his forces at the cities of Mexico, Puebla and Orizaba, 
forming the principal camp at the latter place; to 
embark three-fourths of the men in November, and 
the remainder in March next. He was further ordered 
not to continue hostilities against the Liberals, nor to 
attempt to redccupy any place that had been once 
abandoned. It is added that, the French Paymaster- 


General having, in compliance with orders from the 


the French Minister of Finance, refused to furnish 
money to MAXrmMILIAN, Marshal Bazatne forcibly 
broke into the safes, and delivered half a million of 
dollars to the impecunious Emperor. While implicit 
reliance cannot be placed on these reports, the general 
tenor of news from Mexico is, it must be allowed, 
unfavorable to the Empire; and it is evident, we 
think, that if the French troops should be withdrawn 
by next March, the Autumn of 1867 will find the 
present Emperor of Mexico once more enjoying the 
pleasant seclusion of his Austrian estates. 








Tue latest news from Europe has a very warlike 
look. Although the Conference was regarded as a 
settled fact, its ability to effect a peaceful adjustment 
of the questions to be brought before it was univer- 
sally, distrusted ; and this feeling was heightened by 
the publication of a reply said to have been made by 
NAPOLEON to Lord CowLey when the latter, in the 
height of the English money panic, implored his Maj- 
esty to use his influence in favor of peace. The Em- 
peror’s taunting reply is said to have been: ‘‘ In the 
‘* years 1859 and 1864 England opposed my proposals 
‘*in reference to the settlement of the Venetian and 
‘* Schleswig-Holstein questions. Now England wants 
** peace. I also desire peace, but, as the most favor- 
** able opportunities have been frittered away, and as the 
‘* conflicting interests have been permitted to reach a 
‘* noint at which they must clash, J can no longer as- 
‘* sume the responsibility of events.’’ It is scarcely 
probable that NAPOLEON had the bad taste to taunt 
Lord CowLey with the opposition of England to his 
former projects for the settlement of European ques- 
tions; but it is not unlikely that he gave the English 
Ambassador to understand that the time for success- 
ful mediation had probably gone by, and that he would 
take no unusual steps to arrest the warlike tenden- 
cies of Europe. As the Imperial speech at Auxerre 
was undoubtedly meant to be a provocation to war, 
and was accepted as such by all the European Gov- 
ernments, it is not surprising that the reported answer 
to Lord Cow.ey should be generally regarded as gen- 
uine, and as significant of a warlike policy. 


A QUERULOUS complaint reaches us from the Aus. 
trian capital, that the United States is acting jn a 
very rough and cowardly manner anent the Mexican 
question, in ‘‘ launching insults” at a Power that is 
already threatened by half the States of Europe. 
Will our European critics please recall to mind the 
condition of this country when the expedition to 


an Austrian Prince? Our Government is not, how-

Fourth, Reefing topsails and courses, and making ship 
ready for a gale. . 

Fifth, Shaking out all reefs and making all sail. 

Sixth, Evolutions of tacking, wearing and back-hauling. 

Seventh, Taking in all sail, and getting ready for furl- 
ing. ° 

Eighth,” Furling sail. 

Ninth, Sending down royal and top-gallant yards. 

All evolutions performed in one hour and twenty min- 
utes. 

At 2.30 p. m., the exercise in howitzer drill on shore 
with twenty-four howitzers, took place, including drill and 
evolutions, dismounting and mounting, and ended with 
rapid firing with cartridges—the whole being performed 
in one hour and thirty minutes. 

At 10 a. ., on the 25th ult., target practice took place 
with 32-pounders, at a target at a distance of fifteen hun- 
dred yards. After which there was an exercise of great 
guns at general quarters aboard the Scheol Ship Santee, in 
which all the evolutions of exercise at battery, passing 
powder, mounting and dismounting, calling away boarders, 
and drill of firemen were practised ; ship ready for quarters 
in one minute and fifty seconds, guns secured and retreat 
beaten in two minutes. The same evening an exhibition 
of the first class in fencing took place.

Second, With sails, in which the different orders of sail- 
ing and steaming were practised, which was continued for 
two hours. 

On the Ist of June, the Monitor Tonawanda arrived, and 
the first class was sent aboard of her and placed in charge 
of her engine room. They worked her engines and steam 
department to the entire satisfaction of those concerned.

They also worked her turrets and fresh-air apparatus, and 
gave an exhibition in the working and management of one 
of the torpedo boats captured from the Rebels.

ORDER CONCERNING HABEAS CORPUS.

General Orders No. 37. 

The following Acts of Congress are published for the information 
and government of all concerned : 

I..|Pupitic—No. 44]. 
Ay Act to extend the jurisdiction of the Court of Claims. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That the Court of Claims shall 
have jurisdiction to hear and determine the claim of any paymaster, 
quartermaster, commissary of subsistence, or other disbursing officer 
of the United States, or of his administrato s or executors, for relicf 
from responsibility on account of losses by cupture or otherwise, while 
in the line of his duty, of Government funds, vouchers, records, and 
papers in his charge, and for which such officer was and is held 
responsible: Provided, that an appeal may be taken to the Supreme 
Court, as in other cases. - 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That whenever said court shall 
have ascertained the facts of any such loss to have been without fault 
or neglect on the part of any such officer, it shall make a decree, 
setting forth the amount thereof, upon which the proper accounting 
officers of the treasury shall allow to such officer the amount so 
decreed as a credit in the settlement of his acoounts.

II. .[Punrrc—No. 47]. 

An Act to amend an act entitled “* An act relating to habeas corpus 
and regulating judicial proceedings in certain cases,’’ approved 
March 3, 1863. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, That any search, seizure, 
arrest, or imprisonment made, or any acts done or omitted to be done 
during the said Rebellion, by any officer or person, under and by 
virtue of any order, written or verbal, general or special, issued by 
the President or Secretary of War, or by any military officer of the 
United States holding the command of the department, district, or 
place within which such seizure, search, arrest, or imprisonment was 
made, done, or committed, or any acts were so done, or omitted to be 
done, either by the person or officer to whom the order was addressed, 
or for whom it was intended, or by any other person aiding or assist- 
ing him therein, shall be held, and are hereby declared, to come 
within the purview of the act to which this is amendatory, and within 
the purview of the fourth, fifth and sixth sections of the said act of 
March 8, 1863, for all the purposes of defence, transfer, appeal, error, 
or limitation provided therein. But no such order shall, by force of 
this act, or the act to which this is an amendment, be a defence to any 
suit or action for any act done or omitted to be done after the passage 
of this aci. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That when the said order is in 
writing, it shall be sufficient to produce in evidence the original, with 
proof of its authenticity, or a certified copy of the same; or if sent by 
telegraph, the production of the telegram purporting to emanate from 
such military officer shall be prima facie evidence oi its authenticity ; 
or if the original of such order or telegram is lost or cannot be pro- 
duced, secondary evidence thereof shall be admissible, as in other 
cases. 


Sec, 3. And be it further enacted, That the right of removal from the 
State Court into the Circuit Court of the United States, provided in 
the fifth section of the act to which this is amendatory, may be exer- 
cised after the appearance of the defendant and the filing of his plea 
or other defence in said court, or at any term of said court subsequent 
to the term when the appearance is entered, and before a jury is im- 
pannelled to try the same; but nothing herein contained shall be held 
to abridge the right of such removal, after final judgment in the State 
Court, nor shall it be necessary in the State Gourt to offer or give 
urety for the filing of copies in the Circuit ( ourt of the United States ; 
but, on the filing of the petition, verified as provided in said fifth sec- 
tion, the further proceedings in the State Court shall cease, and not 
be resumed until a certificate, under the seal of the Circuit Court of 
the United States, stating that the petitioner has failed to file copies 
in the said Circuit Vourt, at the next term, is produced. 

Szc. 4. And be it further enacted, That if the State Court shall, not- 
withstanding the performance of all things required for the removal 
of the case to the Circuit Court aforesaid, proceed further in said cause 
or prosecution, before said certificate is produced, then, in that case, 
all such further proceedings shall be void and of none effect; and all 
parties, judges, officers, and other persons, thenceforth proceeding 
thereunder, or by color thereof, shall be liable in damages therefor to 
the party aggrieved, to be recovered by action in‘a court of the State 
having proper jurisdiction, or in a Circuit Court of the United States 
for the district in which such further proceedings may have been had, 
or where the party, officer, or other person, so offending, shall be 
found; and upon a recovery of damages in either court, the party 
plaintiff shall be entitled to double costs. 

Szc. 5. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
clerk of the State Court to furnish copies of the papers and files in the 
case to the party so petitioning for the removal ; and upon the refusal 
or neglect of the clerk to furnish such copies, the said party may 
docket the case in the Circuit Court of the United States; and there- 
upon said Circuit Court shall have jurisdiction therein, and may, 
upon proof of such refusal or neglect of the clerk of the State Court, 
and upon reasonable notice being given to the plaintiff, require him 
to file a declaration or petition Siocein 3 and upon his default may 
order a non-suit and dismiss the case at the costs of the plantiff, which 
dismissal shall be a bar to any further suit touching the matter in 
controversy.

MILITIA DEPARTMENT. 


' MILITIA ITEMS. 


Exeventn Bricape.—The field day of this Brigade took place at 
East New York, on the 7th inst. Brigadier-General Jesse C. Smith 
was in command, and was accompanied by his staff, among whom we 
noticed Major Haskell, Surgeon Prentice, Captains (hapman, Ogden, 
Berry and Shipley. This brigade is composed of the Twenty-third, 
Forty-seventh, Fifty-second and Fifty-sixth regiments, and a how- 
itzer battery, under command of Captain Amoore. The Twenty-third 
regiment, which is on the right of the brigade, was commanded by 
Colonel C. E. Pratt, the Lieutenant-Colonel and the Major being 
present, and paraded with ten companies of twelve files each. The 
members of the regiment wore white gloves, and made a very good 
appearance. The Forty-seventh paraded eight companies of twelve 
files. Colonel J. Messerole was in command, the Lieutenant-Col- 
onel and the Major being present. This regiment made a. very fine 
appearance. Both of these latter regiments are composed of an ex- 
cellent class of men, and are in excellent condition. Although we do 
not feel called upon to decide upon the relative merits of the two reg- 
iments, still we should be much pleased to see a generous rivalry 
springing up between them. Both of these regiments wear gray uni- 
forms, and resemble each other very much in general appearance. It 
may not be considered advisable to contend for the regimental superior- 
ity in drill, discipline, etc., but we can see no valid objection to 
match the best company of each in a friendly competitive drill? We 
should be very happy to hear that this has been done, as we believe 
it would benefit both regiments. The Fifty-second regiment was 
commanded by Colonel M. Coles, eight companies of nine files each 
being present. The Fifty-sixth regiment, Colonel J. Q. Adams com- 
manding, is at present being re-organized, and consequently was not 
present. Captain Amoore’s battery of four howitzers was on the left. 
The men of this battery were uniformed in the State regulation jack- 
ets, light blue pants and leather leggins, the trimmings of the uni- 
forms being red. The battery appears to be in fine condition, but 
the discipline was not what it should be, as we noticed several 
men smoking, while they were drilling, among whom was a non-com- 
missioned officer. This is very unsoldierly. If the men are unable to 
restrain their desire to smoke for a few hours, we recommend that 
they be furnished with port-fires, which are rather more military than 
cigars, and one will last a man a very long while. During the morn- 
ing the troops of this brigade were exercised by their respective com- 
mandants. The brigade line was formed at 2}¢ o’clock, as near as may 
be, and was dismissed precisely at 5 o’clock, as it was given out it 
should be. General Smith deserves great credit for this, as well as for 
the way in which he manages the affairs of his brigade. After the 
line was formed, the brigade was reviewed by Major General H. B. 
Duryea, commanding Second division, N. G. 8. N. Y., accompanied by 
his staff. General Smith used to indicate his headquarters by a flag, 
upon which was the number of the brigade. This flag was used to 
indicate the stand of the reviewing officer. Singularly. enough nei- 
ther the brigade commander nor any of his staff were dismounted 
when the brigade was presented. We noticed one officer on General 
Smith’s staff who was evidently undecided as to whether staff officers 
should or should not salute with the sabre, and who consequently drew 
and sheathed his sword several times during the review. Just as the 
review was commencing a shower fell, but did not disturb any one 
save the reviewing officer and staff, and a few of the spectators. We 
noticed that when the ranks were opened the howitzers were not in 
battery as they should have been. The captain of this battery does 
not appear to be well instructed in his duties, as he was not in his 
proper position when the ranks were opened, and we noticed him 
drilling his men without having his sword drawn. After the review 
the brigade was exercised in the following movements : 1. Formation 
of brigade for a review in line ; 2. Review in line, and pass in review; 
3. Break to the right to march by the left, and break to the left to 
march by the right; 4. By the left of companies to the rear into col- 
umn, and by the right of companies to the rear into column ; 5. Close 
column by division on the first division, first battalion right in front , 
6. Forward into line; 7. Close column by division on first division 
third battalion right in front; 8. By the head of column take wheel- 
ing distance ; 9. Change direction in marching, halt, guides cover, 
left into line ; 10. Break into column of companies by the right and 
to half distance close column ; 11. On the first company, first bat- 
talion take wheeling distance ; 12. On the red company, third bat- 
talion, to half distance close column; 13. By the head of column 
take wheeling distance ; 14. On the first company, second battalion, 
column close in mass; 15. Change direction by the right flank; 16. 
By the head of column take wheeling distance ; 17. Countermarch ; 
18. Close in mass; 19. Countermarch; 20. By the head of column 
take wheeling distance ; 21. Form divisions; 22. Form companies in 
marching, form divisions, form companies; 23. Dress parade. The 
bands wheeled out of line too soon; they should not have done 
so until they had passed the reviewing officer. In closing the column 
on the first division, first battalion, we think it would have been bet- 
ter to have brought the first battalion to an order instead of a sup- 
port, asit is much less tiresome tothe men. The movements were 





generally very well executed. Quite a number of the orders to the 








Forty-seventh regiment were 3 sounded on n the bugle. The oa was 
ended by a brigade dress parade, according to the form prescribed by 
General Torbet. This was very well done, if we except the fact that 
when the music commenced on the right of the line, the men of the 
Fifty-second regiment and the howitzer battery, which were on the 
left of the brigade, were lounging about and even sitting on the 
ground. The Twenty-third and Forty-seventh regiments stood very 
steady at the dress parade. The band of the Twenty-third regiment 
acted as the brigade band. After the dismissal of the brigade Colonel 
C. E. Pratt exercised the Twenty-third regiment in the firings, which 
they did very fairly. We noticed no disturbance of any kind on or 
near the drill ground. The day passed off very quietly, and in a 
manner creditable to both officers and men. 

Tuirpv Bricapt Fiery Day.—The field day of this brigade took 
place on the 13th inst. Brigadier-General William Hall was in com. 
mand, and all the regiments of the brigade were present, with the 
exception of the First, which have not as yet received theirarms. The 
regiments which were present were the Seventh, Colonel Emmons 


Clark commanding ; the Eighth, Colonel J. M. Varian; the Ninth , 


Colonel J. H. Wilcox; the Thirty-seventh, Colonel W. H. Farrar, 
and the Fifty-fifth, Colonel Eugene Le Gal. During the first part of 
the day the regiments were exercised in the school of the battalion. 
The brigade line was to have been formed at half-past one P. m., but 
owing to a severe shower the formation did not take place until after 
two o’clock. The regiments were posted in line numerically, the 
Seventh on the right and*the Fifty-fifth on the left. The Seventh 
regiment paraded with about 500 men, not including the band, and 
made a very handsome appearance, being fully up to their usual 
standard. The Eighth looked very well, and paraded some 300 men. 
The Ninth regiment looked well, having about 250 men in line. The 
Thirty-seventh appeared with knapsacks, which we think were quite 
unnecessary and fatiguing to the men, who numbered about 200. 
The Fifty-fifth had about 150 men in line, and made a good aprear- 
ance, as to their uniform and equipments, but are behind hand in 
both drill and discipline. Colonel Clark was the only field officer of 
the Seventh present. Captain Easton, however, acted as field officer. 
Colonel Varian was assisted by a full field. The Seventh and Eighth 
drilled excellently well, and their advance in line was superior. The 
Ninth and Thirty-seventh did well, and are rapidly improving. The 
Fifty-fifth needs both drilling and disciplining, although as most of 
the movements were right in front, they had more marching than 
any other regiment of the brigade. ~- 

The following is a summary of the brigade movements performed : 
Close column, by division ; change direction on the left or right; for- 
ward into line ; close column by division, on fourth division ; into 
line, face tothe rear ; by division, right wheel ; close column ; bat- 
talion in mass, on — battalion, deploy co)umn ; battalion in mass, on 
third battalion , take deployiog intervals; battalion in mass, forward 
on — battalion ; to advance in line of battle deployed—the third the 
battalion of direction ; battalions—halt—guides on the line—colors 
and guides—post ; face to the rear—the — battalion of direction— 
battalion, forward ; to halt the line marching in retreat and align it 
—face to the front ; change front forward, on first battalion ; change 
front on third battalion ; change front on the second battalion ; ob- 
lique square, by battalion, on the first division form square; reduce 
quare. 

We have before this had occasion to compliment Captain Smith, of 
the Washington Greys, on the appearance of his troop, but we were 
sorry to see so many of them under the influence of liquor on last 
Wednesday. It must be confessed that they were very efficient in 
keeping the field clear, but we noticed a lieutenant and a private 
racing their horses, and an officer drinking with several of the mem- 
bers of his company before the spectators, and, as might be expected, 
the private took the first pull at the bottle. 

General Hall was very active in going about to different portions 
ofjthe field ; in fact, we think it would have been better if he had used 
his staff more, retaining for himself the general supervision of the 
movements. As it was, Colonel Varian appeared to be chief of staff 
and principal adviser to the General. All the field and staff officers 
of the brigade were dismounted, and each regiment was accompanied 
by a band in going to and coming from the drill ground. The men 
were generally very orderly, and the entire drill was very credita- 
bly gone through with. Weare, however, inclined to question the 
utility of field days which do not embody more instruction than 
those we have witnessed this year. It is true the movements are 
well executed, but the question naturally arises as to whether the 
same amount of time could not be more profitably employed in regi 
mental drill. Adjutant-General Irvine, Inspector-General Batchel- 
ler, Colonels Darling, Bush, Gebhard and Libenau, of the Governor’s 
Staff, were among the spectators. At the close of the drill the offi- 
cers of the brigade were brought tothe front and centre, and ad- 
dressed by General Irvine on the subject of making the enrolment 
provided for in Section 13 of the Militia Law, as amended by the last 
Legislature. 

The day was closed by the ceremony of a review by General Hall, 
Colonel Varian assuming command of the brigade. General Hall 
was accompanied by Colonel Pierson, late New York Volunteers, 
and Captains Black and Morris of his Staff. In passing in review 
all the bands, except the field music of the Ninth regiment, wheeled 
out of line before instead of after passing the Reviewing Officer. We 
were glad to see the Drum Major of the Seventh stop a person who 
was trying to break through the line with a horse and wagon. Oue 
or two officers of the Eighth regiment did not salute. The officers of 
the Ninth regiment, most of them, held their swords at a poise too 
long when saluting. The Engineer of the Thirty-seventh regiment 
was not in his proper place when passing in review ; and we noticed 
that the regiment paraded with three flags, which we think was one 
toomany. The brigade, however, made a very fine appearance, as it 
is among the best, if not the best, brigade in the National Guard. 

THirTEENTH Reciment.—Colonel J. B. Woodward, of this regi- 
ment, has sent in his resignation. We are sorry to learn of this, as 
Colonel Woodward is one of the best officers in the National Guard of 
New York, and has won for himself the respect and esteem of all with 
whom he has been associated. Colonel Woodward bas been in the 
National Guard for twelve consecutive years. 

A drill of this regiment took place at the Capitoline grounds on the 
6th inst., as was noticed in our issue of last week. The regimental line 
was formed on the drill ground at half-past two o’clock, Colonel J. B. 
Woodward assuming command, and Lieutenant J. B. Bach acting as 
Adjutant. There were ten companies in line of thirteen files each, 
the regimental band being present. The principal movements exe- 
cuted were advancing in line of battle ; changing front forward and 
to the rear on the first and tenth companies ; into line faced to the rear 
on the first and tenth companies ; and forward into line. These move- 
ments were first executed from a halt, and subsequently while the regi- 
ment was advancing in line of battle. , In forming into line faced to 
the rear, the Captain of the tenth company, under the direction of the 
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acting Major of the regiment, countermarched his company to r ight 
instead of to the left ; and the Captain of the ninth company started 
off with his company as if about to go on an excursion. The Sergeant 
who carried the National colors in advancing in line of battle, did 
not step ont promptly at the word “‘ March,” and usually stepped 
first with his right foot, thus throwing the right wing out ofline. The 
guides of the various companies have improved very much, and are 
deserving of praise forthe manner in which they performed thei 
duties.

Erection Day in New Hampsuine.—The inauguration of Gover- 
nor Fred. Smyth, of New Hampshire, took place on the 7th inst., 
at Concord, New Hampshire. The day upon which this ceremony 
takes place is commonly called Election Day, and on this occasion 
passed off with more than usual éclat. A correspondent of the Boston 
Post gives the following account of the procession which took place 
on this occasion. 

The great event of the day was the procession, which formed at ten 
o’clock in Railroad Square, and moved through Main, State, Center, 
Pleasant, and other of our principal streets. The military, which 
was composed of the scveral companies of the State Militia, organized 
under the law of June, 1865, were commanded by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Josiah Stevens, Jr., who acted as Colonel and chief in command, as- 
sisted by Colonel Phin. P. Bixby as Lieutenant-Colonel, and Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel George H. Chandler as Major. The various com- 
panies presented a fine appearance, were apparently well disciplined, 
while the admirable manner in which they were handied by the offi- 
cers in command was the subject of remark on all sides. After form- 
ing in line at the designated hour, the procession moved up Pleasant 
to State, up State to Center, down Center to Main, and down Main 
to the Eagle Hotel, where His Excellency Governor Smyth was re- 
ceived, and the Governors of other States, ex-Governors of New 
Hampshire, and the State officials joined in cavalcade. From this 
point the procession moved throngh the principal streets to the State 
House in the following order : 

1. First Regiment New Hampshire State Militia, as military escort, 
consisting of the Bedford light intantry, Captain George W. Riddle ; 
Smyth rifles, Captain James R. carr; Head guards, Captain Ed- 
ward H. Fletcher ; Gilmore rifies, Captain Horace,H. Danforth ; 
National guards, Captain Albion R. Simmons ; State Capital guards, 
Lieutenant Henry J. Griffin ; Granite State zonaves, Captain Wil- 
liam Miller ; Smyth guards, Captain Charles Rieley ; Hooksett light 
infantry, Captain George H. L. Head ; Sheridan guards, Captain 
Cornelius Healy ; Strafford guards, Captain Thomas Currier. Inter- 
spersed between the companies were Knight’s cornet band, of Ports- 
mouth, the Manchester cornet band, the Manchester drum corps, 
‘ ontoocook brass band, Hooksett cornet band, and the Dover cornet 
bard, from which excellent music was discoursed during the entire 
march. 

2. His Excellency Frederick Smyth, in barouche, accompanied by 
his Staff, mounted. 

3. Governors Bullock, of Massachusetts, and Dillingham, of Ver- 
mont, with their respective Staffs. 

4. The Hon. President of the Senate and Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 

5. Ex-Governors of the State of New Hampshire. 

6. State officials and other distinguished personages. 

7. Citizens in carriages. 

In addition to the above, the First Company cavalry, commanded 
by Captain James O. Chandler, and the First light battery, Captain 
Andrew J. Hough, participated in the early part of the exercises, 
while the Niagara fire company, of Nashua, preceded by a full brass 
band, paraded the streets on their own responsibility. 

‘The procession arrived at the State House at 12.30, where the escort 
was delivered up, and the battalion proceeded to the City Hall, where 
a collation was provided. The inaugurating ceremonies occupied 
about an hour, the message of Governor Smyth being listened to with 
marked attention by crowded galleries. 

At the close of the inauguration the line was reformed in front of 
the City Hall, and was rev.ewed by Governor Smyth from the balcony 
of the Eagle Hotel, as it passed down Main street ta the depot.

Ruope Istanp Mititta.—Governor A. E. Burnside, of Rhode 
Island, in Executive Order No. 1, publishes a review of the charges 
preferred against Brigadier-General Edward C. Mauran, Adjutant- 
General of the State, and his orders in the case. The charges in the 
case were neglect and violation of duty and disobedience of orders. 
The specifications under the first charge are intended to cover an 
alleged illegal issue of certificates, there being eleven specifications 
under this charge. There is but a single specification to the second 
charge, which is to the effect that Adjutant-General Mauran, after 
having been placed in arrest by the Commander-in-Chief, Governor 
James Y. Smith, and thereby relieved from duty as Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, did, on or about the 6th day of November, 1865, take certain 
papers from the Adjutant-General’s Office of the State, thereby dis- 
obeying the order of the Commander-in-Chief. After reviewing the 
main points in the case somewhat at length, Governor Burnside 
closes his order, as follows: ‘* The review of all the charges and speci- 
fications, after the fourth specification, seems superfluous, as the 
Judge-Advocate-General of State has stated to me, that in his opin- 
ion, General Mauran could not have been tried upon said specifica- 
tions, for the reason that they were after charges, and not properly 
cognizable by the court. My convictions upon this case were formed 
prior to the time when I supposed I would be called upon to act 
upon it in an official capacity; and now that a further examination 
of all the papers connected with the case convinces me that I was 





correct, I feel bound to act upon my former convictions, without any 
disrespect to those who differ from my views. Inasmuch as I shoulé 
feel bound to attach no criminality to any findings which it could be 
possible for a court-martial to make in this case, and as a consequence 
to disapprove any sentence they might give, I heféby direct that the 
court-martial convened fer the trial of Adjutant-General Edward 0. 
Mauran, in pursuance of General Orders No. 1, current and 
which stands adjourned to the 18th inst., is hereby dissolved, Gen- 
eral Mauran will, in accordance with a memorandum Executive order 
of the 29th ult., be released from arrest and returned to duty. —

The 
epaulettes worn by the members of the Seventh and Eleventh reg- 
iments are worsted, and in this may be observed the difference between 
the officer and the enlisted man, the former weaging gilt insignia ot 
rank, and the latter worsted 5 

Lrevrenant Fourta Reoment.—Par. 382, General Regulations, 
State of New York, answers your question. Allofficers should salute 
the reviewing officer when they pass in common time. As General 
Aspinwall saluted the Mayor, no officer of his brigade should take it 
upon himself to refuse to salute the Mayor because he is a civilian. 

One in THe Ranks.—The custom of the service is for a superior 
officer, when speaking to a Lieutenant, to address him as “‘ Mr.” 
We do not think it proper to speak of a Lieutenant as “ Mr.” when 
speaking to enlisted men. Officers, when not on duty, have a perfect 
right to wear citizen’s clothes, unless they have received orders to the 
contrary. 

ARKANSAS.—We believe that no board is now sitting for the exam- 
ination of applicants for commissions in colored troops, and as they 
are mustering out colored troops as rapidly as possible, we do not 
think your chance of being commissioned is very good.

The conscrip- 
tion, which did not exist under the old mon- 
archy at all, has now entered completely into 
the Ife and ‘habits of France, or seems to work 
smoothly enough ;though, no doubt, there is 
many a hard leave-taking when the conscript 
officers make their swoop upon some country 
village. But the French take it gayly, as they 
take most other things. They seem recon- 
ciled to the notion that those predestined seven 
years belong to their country, and to glory, 
and to the . The system also has its 
advantages, in giving to most young French- 
men an opportunity of seeing somewhat of 
the world outside their native valley. 

When they return at the end of their seven 
years, they form about the steadiest and most 
estimable part of the population; and the 
tales they have to tell of their adventures stim} 
ulate the youngsters, who perhaps, are rather 
leased than sorry when the day arrives and 
the sergeant comes round to gather up the 
contingent of the vi ‘ 

That is always a kind of gala. The con- 
soripts are covered with ribbons and rosettes, 
and are marched repeatedly through all the 
streets, preceded by a fifeand drum ; their 
friends escorting them, treating them tu wine 
in some cafe gardens, and making them little 
presents.
